MANGLED BODY O
VT OF SR
RECOVEED TODAY

Many Terrible Gashes on Body

and Flesh Stripped
From Legs

MAN EATER EVIDENTY
STRUCK SEVERAL TIMES

Three Thought Imprisoned In
Creek by Netting May Be
Killed Today

Matawan, N, J., July 4.—Terribly
mangled, the body of Lester - Stillwell,
vietim of the man eating shark was re-
coverad from the waters of Matawun
ereck enrly today. Great jagged wounds
in the abdomen and  breast showed
where the shark 's teeth hud closed over
the 12 yenr old boy's body.

Huarry Van Clies, an engineer on the
Jersey Centrsl railroad, and William B,
Clayton, Jr., who had been patrolliog
the bank of the ereck, gaw the body rise
to the surface: not more than 300 feet
from where Stillwell was attacked Wed-
vesday, at 5:30 o. m, today. They pulled
the body ashore and summoned the
county physician. Later it waa re-
moved to o loeal undertnking establih-
ment. A complete autppsy will be per-
formed today. Meanwhile physieinns
who examined the boy's torn remning
said the left side of the abdomen had
Leen ripped open and the flesh torn
from the right breast. The face showed
no contusions,

The United Press staff correspondent
was later permitted to view thg boy ‘s
body, The right and left breasts had

hoan terribiy  torn. tm—tly the
shark had bitten at the flesh soveral
times, Another gaping hole was torn
in the boy's abdomen. The flesh from
the calf of one leg was missing from
the hones. ®hark experts, to whom
theas wounds were deseribed, ‘said it
was apparent the man killer had made
sovarn] ‘utrikes’’ at the body and prob-
ably ench wound represented a separate
bite.

It was the theory the shark must
have beey about 12 or 15 fect in longth,
and the loention of the terrible wounds
ahows, they believe, that the fish seized
the Loy across the middle of the body,
rathor than atriking st his feet and legs,
All other enses of attack by sharks so
fur reported have shown that the wan
enters have struek for the legs of their
viotima.
